Value in Time of Blockade as 
Well as for Peaceful Trans- 
portation Is Dwelt Upon by 
the Speaker. 


“The building of the Cape Cod canal will 
undoubtedly &timulate the ‘commerce of 
Boston, which would then be increased in 
importance us 4 distributing point for 
New England. It ix quite impossible for 
the rnilroads to handle the raw material, 
such as coal, cotton, ete., for the New Eng- 
land mills. If the New England mills are 
to be able to maintain themselves against 
the competition of southern mills they 
must be able to receive their raw material 
more cheaply. This will undoubtedly b 
the effect of the Cape Cod canal. 

“Such an inland passage permitting the 
concentration of the united naval forces 
at any one point would practically prevent 
a blockade of either New York or Boston. 
For such a blockade to be effective it 
would have to extend from Maine to the 
New Jersey coasts.’—From address at 
poon today by William Barclay Parsons, 
before the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 


The advantages of the Cape Cod canal 
now under construction, were pointed 
out in an address delivered at noon to- 
- day by William Barclay Parsons, a con- 
'~ gulting engineer of New York city, form- 
erly connected with the isthmian canal 
commission of 1904 and a member of the 
government board of consulting engineers 
on the Panama canal in 10905, at a meet- 
ing of the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
assembly held at the American House. 

The Cape Cod canal and the Brockton 
canal, the latter project being recalled 
by the renewal of interest in the progress 
of the Cape Cod project, are alike of 
“great importance to Boston. It has been 
pointed out, for instance, that the Brock- 
ton canal, in connection with a proposed 
Waterway in. Rhode Island, would give 
a protected route for barges or light ves- 
sels all the way from Boston to New 
York harbor. The Cape Cod project is 
approved by many members of the cham- 
ber apd there was a large gathering to 
listen to the engineer’s remarks on the 
subject. 

George T. Coppins presided until the 
conclusion of the luncheon, and the ap- 
proval of the officers as nominated by 
the special committee on organization, 
and was then succeeded as chairman by 
the Hon. Charles S. Hamlin. 

The guests of the chamber included the 
Hon. J. Douglas Hazen, K. C., premier of 
New Brunswick; the Hon. Alexander B. 
Warburton, K. C., M. P., ex-premier of 
Prince Edward Island; the Hon. Alfred 
B. Morine, K. C., ex-minister of finance 
and attorney general of Newfoundland; 
Gerald H. Brown, assistant deputy minis- 
ter of labor of Ottawa; Asa R. Minard, 
secretary of the Intercolonial Club of 
-Boston; Senator Remick of. New Hamp- 
shire, ex-Mayor Thomas N. Hart of Bos- 
ton, George F. Crocker, chairman of the 
“big four” commission; Herman Harding, 
member of the harbor and land commis- 
sion, and Secretary Wales of that body. 

Chairman Hamlin introduced the 
speaker, William Barclay Parsons, as one 
of the most eminent engineers in the 
world. 

Mr. Parsons stated that the subject 
should be considered in three phases, 
past, present and future, and that the 
past had more than an academic inter- 
est. The canal across Cape Cod has 
been talked of from shortly after the 
arrival of the Pilgrims, was seriously 
discussed at the end of the seventeenth 
century, was surveyed in 1776, was urged 
by Albert Gallatin, secretary of the 
United States treasury, in his report in 
1809 on the internal development of 
the United States, as the most impor- 
tant piece of work to be undertaken. In 
1825 the route was surveyed by the Uni- 
ted States government. 

All these early plans contemplated a 
very small canal with locks, and the 
smallness of the canal prohibited boats 
of sufficient size to navigate the exposed 
waters of the Narragansett and Massa- 
chusetts bays. and therefore the canal 
eould not possibly have been successful. 

In 1870 General Foster showed in a 
report that locks were not necessary and 
that it was possible to build a canal of 
sufficient cross section for oceangoing 
Feasels. This at once made the project 
feasible. In 1880 work was actually 
started by a private company, which 
met, however, with serious setbacks and 
failed. 

The charter of the company 
“as passed in 180 and 1900, calling for a 
egnal with a bottom width of 100 feet, 
and a depth of 25 feet at low water. 
The length of the canal between shore 
lines is about eight miles, with ap- 
proach channels in Buzzards and Barn- 
stable bays aggregating about -five miles 
more. 

The company has submitted plans to 
fhe harbor and land board and has re 
ceived their approval, calling for a 
canal larger than that contemplated by 
the act, namely with three passing

NEW YORK—Glenn H. Curtiss of | 
Hammondsport, N. Y., holder of 
world’s championship speed records in an | 
acroplane, won at the Rheims (France) | 
meeting last year, left today for Pough- 
keepsie to find a safe landing spot to be | 
used tomorrow when he attempts to fly | 
from Albany to New York for the prize | 
of $10,000 offered by the New York 
World. Mr. Curtiss expects to make 
only one stop en route. -An effort 
being made to have a special train run 
by the New York Central down the 
Hudson while he is making the flight. 

Mr. Curtiss has built an aeroplane 
especially for the feat, fitting it with 
pontoons to buoy him up in case he falls 
into the river. He has made several ex- 
periments with this aeroplane, landing 
each time on the water with no damage. 
Tuesday Mr. Curtiss traveled from Al- 
bany to New York on the bridge of an 
Albany day boat, studying the country 
and the varying air currents.

Butler, himself a Lowell man and grand - 
father of Mr. Ames, was one of the 
first men to espouse the project.

The lowell Board of Trade advances 
an argument in favor of the project in 
a communication sent to the army en- 
gineers’ office.

UPON CANNONISHT AD 
ISSUE OF CAMPAIGN 


WASHINGTON—It became apparent 
today that “Cannonism” will be one of 
the big issues in the coming congres- 


sional campaign. 

The conservative wing of the Honse 
insurgents has determined not to at- 
tempt to unseat Mr. Cannon as speaker 
at this session, but to save him as a big 
issue for their fight for reelection this 
fall. As exclusively told in the United 
Press despatches Tuesday, they feel con- 
fident that on this issue they will have 
the support of Colonel Roosevelt, be- 
cause of his attitude toward Mr. Cannon 
which he is said to have outlined to the 
insurgents on the day he quit the presi- 
dency. 

A certain number of radical insurgents, 
however, believe than an attempt should 
be made to oust Mr. Cannon from the 
speaker’s chair at this session. The con- 
servative insurgents say that if he con- 
tinues baiting the insurgents as in his 
New York speech, and in numerous 
speeches on the floor, they will be unable 
to restrain the radicals. 

Meanwhile Mr. Cannon and the House 
organization are facing a rather un- 
comfortable situation. The regulars have 
grown extremely suspicious, and the ap- 
pearance of Mr. Norris or Mr. Murdock, 
the insurgent leaders, on the floor with a 
bill of any kind is a signal for activity. 
Representative Dwight (Rep., N. » AF 
the organization whip, is kept busy. If 
a majority of the progressives appear on 
the floor at one time, Representative 
Dwight scurries about, hurrying the 
organization members into the chamber. 

One of the reasons why the insurgents 
hesitate to attempt to depose Mr. Cannon 
immediately is the difficulty they would 
encounter in electing his successor. The 
insurgents would not vote fer a Demo- 
erat, or a regular Republican and the 
Democrats would not elect an insurgent. 
For their own protection the progressives 
would be foreed to deadlock the House, 
with every day valuable in the coming 
fight at the polls. 

With Speaker Cannon as an issue, the 
insurgents believe that their chances 
for victory will be greatly increased, 
especially if they succeed in drawing 
Colonel Roosevelt actively into the cam- 
paign to gain pledges against the re- 
election of the speaker. 

The Democrats are not particularly 
worried about Mr. Cannon now, as they 
expect to have a majority in the next 
House, in which event they would name 
a Democratic speaker.

SPITZER DECLARES 
CIGAR FRAUD TRAIL 
LED 10 TRUST HEAD 


NEW YORK—That ‘the trail of the 
sugar frauds led directly to the late 
Henry O. Havemeyer, organizer of the 
sugar trust, was the declaration’ of Oliver 
Spitzer, former dock superintendent, in 
the federal court today. Spitzer, who 
took the stand Monday to testify 
against Secretary Heike and his code- 
fendants, on trial for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government, was recalled for 
cross-eXxamination, 

‘Clarence Lexow, former state senator, 
questioned Spitzer and the latter posi- 
tively asserted that he had not been 
promised a pardon in return for his 
testimony. | 

Mr. Lexow’s cross-examination was 
very mild. He asked him, however, if he 
had not sworn in court in Brooklyn that 
he did not attempt to bgibe customs offi- 
cials. 

He replied that he had, and that one of 
the reasons he took the stand here was 
to clear up all the false statements he 
had made and tell the truth. 

Washington B. Thomas, president of 
the sugar trust, was in court all day 
under subpoena. He pleaded with Mr. 
Stimson that he had important business 
engagements and desired to be excused, 
but Stimson refused to let him leave. 

When Spitzer left the stand, after 
noon, he invited gathered reporters to 
accompany him into a private room, de- 
claring that he wanted to talk to them. 
His statement was about the same as 
that which he delivered on the stand. He 
denied that he had manipulated the 
scales on the sugar docks at the instance 
of the officials of the sugar trust. He 
denied specifically that he had been told 
by H. O. Havemeyer to “fix” the scales. 

Spitzer said his salary was $55 a week 
and that he received nothing additional 
for his fraud, though the checkers were 
paid $3 extra each week. He said he 
was not even thanked. 

The attorneys for the accused men, 
he said, were paid by the sugar trust. . 

Immediately after he was first indicte, 
said Spitzer, he received a letter from 
Washington Thomas, president of the 
sugar trust, telling him that his services 
were no longer needed. At the same 
time he was being paid his salary every 
week, he said.

An automobile 
is driven forward by a series of ex- 
plosions. Carlyle’s mental machinery 
operated in the same way: Every page 
of his bristled with superlatives and was 
black with exclamation points.

Perhaps Tennyson with 
his perfection of expression, and Brown- 
ing with his inclusive sweep of intellect, 
made up a composite body of poetry not 
easily surpassed in any epoch. 


Are Dickens, Thackeray and George 
Eliot still read? is a question frequently 
asked in public libraries. There is no 
doubt that, in the deluge of novels that 
are stormed upon the public, these great 
novelists are not read as much as they 
should be. But the call for their books 
is steady and their superiority to all nov- 
elists who have appeared since their day 
is everywhere recognized. 

It must be admitted that there is some 
diminution in the popularity of George 
Eliot. She was more of a thinker than 
Dickens, and her sympathies ranged wider 
than Thackeray’s. But she did not pos- 
sesq Dickens’ all-pervasive humor or 
Thikkeray’s wonderful faculty of snug- 
gling into the recesses of his reader's 
w7mpathies. But it is probable that three 
novelists as great as these three never 
betore existed together in the same age 
and country. It is hard to imagine that 
there will come a time when all three 
will not be read. 

But all three of these novelists will 
not be read by the same people. The 
same readers may like Eliot and Dick- 
ens or Eliot and Thackeray. But it is 
difficult to find a person who, at the 
same time, likes both Dickens and 
Thackeray.

The 
largest single item is for education, $524,- 
687.95. Expenses in connection with the 
water system will be $349,677.25; for 
protection of life and property, $329,920; 
interest on the funded debt this year 
will be $304,541.25. .The total for ex- 
penditures will be $2,526,115.53. The 
total estimated revenue from city de- 
partment accounts, the water depart- 
ment, and from other sources exclusive 
of taxes is a little more than $900,000. 

The amount to be-raised from taxation 
will be $1,794,387.87 for the financial 
year beginning April 1, 1910, and ending 
March 31, 1911.

The study of Greek in the Melrose 
high school will be discontinued after this 
year unless at least 20 beginners signify 
their intention of carrying it on. This 
step is taken by the school board upon 
the recommendation of Superintendent of 
Schools John C. Anthony. None of the 
colleges now require Greek, their, require- 
ments being based upon the study of 
three foreign languages. Latin, French 
and German are taught in the Melrose 
school. 

The -step is recommended from the 
standpoint of economy. During the past 
wchool year only 12 pupils studied Greek 
and the cost of teaching each pupil this 
study averaged $40. The entire cost of 
teaching the other pupils, including the 
tuition, housing, heating of the building, 
supplies and all expenses averaged but 
$4 per pupil. Five of the pupils who 
have taken Greek will graduate this 
year, leaving but seven to continue the

The radiance of the comet, estimated 
by Leon Campbell, was about the second 
magnitude. Its nucleus, measured photo- 
metrically by Prof. O. C. Wendell, was 
about 6.2 magnitude. The length of the 
tail was 10 degrees. 

Professor Wendell observed a new jet 
of light projecting out of the comet other 
than the tail. He had observed the same 
jet previously, but expressed no opinion 
as to what it was.

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EQUIPMENT ORDERS 


ARE NOT RECEIVED 
IN LARGE VOLUME 


The Locomotive Business at 
Present Is Dull, but In- 
terests Believe Another Re- 
vival Will Come Soon. 


PRICES UNCHANGED 


NEW YORK—Orders for locomotives 
so far this month have totaled only 
about 250, compared with nearly 550 


placed during April. Of this number 
96 were placed by the Baltimore & Ohio, 
which has been the only important order 
during the month. 

Inquiries at present do not ‘reach 
100, and the market .is described by 
locomotive interests as very dull. Loco. 
motive officials, nevertheless, express 
confidence of another revival before long. 

Although getting little new business 
at present, the American Locomotive 
Company has enough orders on its books 
to keep its plants operating through 
September. 

During the past three weeks the 
equipment market has been less active 
than since last summer. With the ex- 
ception of the Harriman lines’ order of 
11,140 cars, most of which went to 
American Car & Foundry Cémpany and 
the remainder to Cambria Steel Com- 
pany, and an order in Chicago for 
freight cars by Grand Trunk, there has

not been an order of importance placed 


since the first of the month. 

Railroads are in the market for be- 
tween 9000 and 10,000 cars, of which 
the Harriman lines will order 1325 and 
Frisco 1250. They are also in the mar- 
ket for bids on 414 locomotives, of which 
the Harriman lines will purchase 242. 
During the past two months orders have

WASHINGTON—The House Tuesday 


by a strict (party vote of 110 to 83 
adopted an amendment to the civil sun- 
dry bill drawn by Chairman Tawney of 
the appropriations committee providing 
the President with a fund of $250,000 
for the purpose of obtaining information 
concerning prices’ of manufactured ar- 
ticles at home and abroad. Previous to 
this action the House, by 84 to 106, ‘re- 
jected the Fitzgerald amendment reduc- 
ing this amount to $75,000. 

A .brief debate preceded the decision 
ruling out the first amendment, in which 
Mr. Tawney accnsed the Demécrats of 
desiring to. be in ignorance of the facts 
about the tariff. 

“They don’t wan. to know the truth 
about the differences of cost here and 
abroad,” he declared. “TRey as vigor- 
ously oppose this amendment as they did 
the provision authorizing the collecting 
of the facts for the use of the President 
alone.” 

“All that talk is fol de rol,” interposed 
the minority leader, Champ Clark. “We 
have contended that this commission to 
gather tariff facts should be elected by 
Congress so that it would not be purely 
a partizan performance, and it ought at 
all times to be under the control of Con- 
gress.” 


REPUBLICAN GAUCUI 
FOBE HELD TONGHT 


WASHINGTON—A discussion of the 
- postal savings bank proposition is sche- 
duled for the Republican caucus tonight. 
The majority forces in the House want 
to discover just where they stand on 
that measure, and are desirous of pledg- 
ing the Republicans to its support. 

The Senate already has passed a postal 
savings bank bill. The House committee 
on postoffices and postroads has framed 
a measure to the same end, but radically 
different in‘its provisions. The “organiza- 
tion” in the House is not quite sure of 
the attitude of its component parts 
whether they favor the Senate or the 
House Dill. 

Congressmen generally predict that 
the House bill will be revamped when 
the caucus gets through with it.

SENATE IS DEBATING.

There are 
volumes of laws and libraries of litera- 
ture on the charters and the machinery 
for the governing of men, but there is_ 
little legislation and less literature on) 
that which is infinitely more important, 
and that is the relation of the city to 
its physical foundations which control 
all else. The problems of transportation, 
of light, power, heat and water are all 
fundamental to city life. 

German’ architects saw the obvious. 
They saw that the city would grow as it 
had in the past. So they enlarged the 
boundaries. They annexed, ‘suburban 
4and. The present area of Dusseldorf, 
with its. 300,000 people, is 29,000 acres; 
of Cologne, with a population of 428,700, 
is 28,800; of Frankfort, with a popula‘ 
tion of 335,000, is 23,203. Having en- 
larged its area the city was in a position 
to control its development, to plan for 
its building. It called in its architects 
and its engineers or it sent toa neigh: 
boring university for an expert. A pign 
is made of the surrounding territory, of 
the topography of the land, the natural 
advantages, the proximity to the rail- 
ways, and the probable uses to which 
the region will be put. The prevailing 
winds are studied, and factories are only 
permitted to locate in certain prescribed 
areas.

The Story of a Story 


In her new book, “The Girl from the 


Marsh Croft,” the first to be published. 


since she achieved the distinction of 
winning a Nobel literary prize of $40,- 
000, Selma Lagerlof tells how she wrote 
her masterpiece, “The Story of Gosta 
Berling.” As a girl of 9 living on a 
farm in Sweden she aspired to be an 
author, and for many years she filled 
every scrap of paper she could lay her 
hands on with verse and prose, with plays 
and romances. When ahe wasn’t writing 
she sat and waited for success. When the 
girl had passed her twentieth year she 
had begun to grow impatient. When she 
was two and twenty she traveled up to 
Stockholm to prepare to become a teacher 
and wrote no more. Later on the story 
began to take shape, part by part, and 
name of the hero, Gosta Berling, 
When it had reached’ the 
novelette stage the story was sent to a 
magazine, but alas! if was rejected.

We borrowed the appropriation bill war specter from Europe, 
and it never has become acclimated or naturalized. It does not fit 
well with our scenery. Despite every effort to assimilate it, it has 
the air of a stranger in our midst. Unfortunately, too, we took it 
up at about the time that it had ceased to be an impressive or an 
effective agency for the promotion of popular scares abroad. 

In Europe for some time past the people have become so well 
informed with regard to the matter that when they hear or read of 
the threatened international trouble, from this, that or the other 
direction, they instinctively begin to guess at the amount that will be 
needed for “defense” in the next budget. Of late they have begun 
to suspect that the war specter is passed around among the different 
nations, and is made to do service not only in’ the country that is 
anxious to be protected, but in the country, also, from which it 1s 
anxious to be protected. 

But a change for the better is in sight. It must be so, since 
everywhere now the appearance of the specter instead of terrorizing 
intelligent people is amusing them. When a specter ceases to appal 
people and, rather, causes then? to smile, it may truthfully be said 
to be getting thin.

STEPS are being taken in Chicago with the 
view of bringing about, through consolida- 
tion of freight-handling terminals, a saving 
of immense proportions for the railroads 
centering in that city.. As the present condi- 
tions there are not materially different from 
those existing in all the great railroad centers 
of the country, whatever results may be 
achieved along the line of economy must be 
of general interest and importance. It is 
estimated that millions of dollars are wasted annually in Chicago 
under the existing system of interchanging freight cars. As matters 
stand, the traffic that converges toward the city and becomes con- 
gested while awaiting distribution is subject to burdensome ‘switching 
and trackage charges, and to delays that are oftentimes more costly 
than both combined. 

The railroads entering Chicago are Served by several terminal 
companies. There are, for instance, a belt line owned by the West- 
ern Indiana railroad, a corporation controlled by some of the trunk 
roads; the Indiana Harbor Belt railway, Owned by the New York 
Central lines; the Baltimore & Ohio Chicago Terminal railroad, for- 
merly the Chicago Terminal railroad, and the Union Transfer Com- 
pany. ‘Tjhese lines skirt Chicago and ramify in all directions. They 
form '‘what are known as “inner’’ and “outer” belts. They enter the 
stockyards and lumber and manufacturing districts. They are gate- 
ways to the city. Their mileage is 537 and their capital is $40,- 
000,000. 

It is proposed to consolidate them all into one great terminal 
company with a capital of $100,000,000, the corporation to be owned 
and controlled by all the trunk lines, and to be operated in the interest 
of all, and on the cooperative plan. If this shall be brought about, 
it will simplify the entire complicated terminal system of Chicago, 
reduce greatly the fixed charges of present terminal operation, and so 
lessen the time consumed in interchanging cars and the cost of 
handling them that the saving to the individual companies, to say 
nothing of the satisfaction, must be very great. If the consolidation 
shall work out successfully, there is no reason why a similar course 
should not be pursued in all other cities.

| entirely imadequate for the purposes for 
| for Patents which it 1s intended, and Secretary Ballinger 
| is now asking Congress for an appropriation 
| with which to repair and improve it. He 

| ghould -have it, for the reason, if for no 
other, that the patent office is a money-maker for the government, 
which is true of bug few of its institutions measured tn dollars and 
cents direct. The annual net surplus of the patent office, after 
deducting salaries and charges of every kind, amounts to over 
$100,000, which comes from fees paid by inventors. In only eight 
years since the office was established in 1836 has it failed to show a 
surplus, and in 1905 the net earnings ran as high as $327,000. 

The patent office is a storehouse of marvels—possibly a majority 
of them useful. Our inventors should be encouraged, and te this 
end every facility should be afforded for the examination of models 
and designs and for prompt action on their work-when it comes 
before the government officials. ‘Today the rooms and corridors 
of the patent office binlding are, choked, and the fine library of 
50,000 volumes occupies a srgall space where there is poor opportunity 
to examine it. Secretary Ballinger proposes to put wp a new build- 
ing in the large interior court of the structure. Congress may well 
grant the necessary funds. 

Tyost who are of the opinion that the proposition to install in 
the national capitol a cold air plant which would keep committee 
rooms, corridors and chambers at an October temperature lessens 
the hope of an early adjournment, are not logical in their deductions. 
With such an agreeable temperature the:members would no longer 
feel the necessity of going out to the ball games for fresh air, but 
would stick at work-and thus be through with it the sooner.

spare is in the suds at present.” “I assure you,’ an acquaintance 
will say, “the pleasure would be entirely mine, but the fact is, my 
laundry hasn’t come back.” “Yes,” the long-time friend will say, 
regretfully, “I could easily have accommodated you had you come 
a little sooner. See, here’s my laundry, ticket; every dollar I have is 
being done up.” However, everybody cannot be suited. There is 
even the possibility that to some the laundering of the paper money 
may seem to make it shrink more than it does now.
